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Thanksgiving means more than 
just a time for turkey dinners, 
football games and a day off from 
school or work. Ask some of 
Cabrillo School’s second graders in 
Upland. 

They’ve spent weeks studying 
about the Pilgrims, Indians and why 
so many stop and give thanks the 
fourth Thursday in November each 
year. 

There was no mistaking what 
holiday is being celebrated when 
anyone walks into Room No. 3. Its 
walls, bulletin boards and desks are 
covered with turkeys, Pilgrims and 
Indian artwork, compliments of the 
students. 

Teacher Stella Bianco said she 
wanted her students to know more 
about Thanksgiving than the tradi- 
tional stories. Her students have 
spent weeks learning about the 
1490s; the lifestyles of the people 
who lived during that time; the food 
they ate; and the Indian heroes of 
the time and throughout history in 
the eastern portion of the United 
States. 

Students learned about such 
Indian heroes as Squanto, who 
helped the Pilgrims during their 
first harsh winter; Tecumseh, who 
was a leader of the American Indian 
tribes after the American Revolu- 
tionary War; Osceola, who was the 
leader of the Seminole nation; and 
Sequoyah, who created the Chero- 
kee alphabet. 

They also made various colorful 
Indian artifacts and medallions to 
decorate their room. 

“| didn’t want it to be too 
religious because of the various 
religious beliefs of my students,” 
Bianco said. “We've been studying 
many aspects of that period. We 
compared early life then and now. 
We also looked at the similarities 
between the foods they ate then 
and what we eat now.” 

No matter how hard Bianco tried 
to stay away from taking a tradition- 
al look at the holiday, it kept 
cropping up anyway. 

Students put together a make- 
shift house of cardboard and straw 
to recreate some of the ways the 
Pilgrims lived.

They also participated in a rous- 
ing campfire pow-wow, complete 
with dutifully dressed Pilgrims and 
Indians, girls in crisp, white head- 
dress and boys in grocery-bag 
vests, decorated to look like Indian 
garb. 

Kevin Turner, representing the 
Indian chief, and Holly Wilhelm, 
representing the head of the Pil- 
grims, recreated the historic wel- 


come ceremony between the 
groups. Kevin then pretended to 
smoke the traditional peace pipe. 


But celebrating Thanksgiving 
with food simply can’t be done. So 
students spent time baking pump- 
kin pudding and datenut muffins. 


“t wanted them to experience 
how another culture lived and how 








difficult it was for the Pilgrims to 
live. We studied the Mayflower and 
the children saw a design of the 
ship. It’s hard to believe how 102 
people got into it,” Bianco said. “| 
also wanted the children to have 
fun.” 


By the looks of the faces dancing 
around the campfire, Bianco ac- 
complished her goal.

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R.C. shopping mall start delayed by 18 months

A proposed regional shopping 
mall in Rancho Cucamonga was 
delayed another 18 months last 
week after the builders said 
there are not enough people nor 
buying power in the area to 
support it. 

The recent opening of the 
rennovated Montclair Plaza 
shopping center, delays in the 
construction of the Devore 
Freeway interchange near the 
Rancho Cucamonga mall site 
and delays in negotiating 
relocation of electrical company 
power lines were ali cited as 
additional reasons for the delay 
request. 

Completion of the first phase 
of the regional mal! would be 
moved back from the fall of 1987 
to the spring of 1989, with the 
extension granted by the City 
Council members last Thursday 
acting in their capacity as the 
governing board of the city’s 
redevelopment agency. 

However, even that date may 
be changed, depending on the 
outcome of additional market 
studies, according to a letter 
from the Carter Hawley Hale 
Stores Inc., which owns the 
Broadway chain proposing to 
locate in Rancho Cucamonga’s 
mall. 

“We are very hopeful that the 
18-month extension will put us 
and other department stores ina 
position to identify an opening- 
year commitment,” wrote the 
Robert Gilmartin, the company’s 
vice president for real estate. 

City officials reacted as 
expected. 

“We're obviously 
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disappointed, but we feel the 
project will be built,” said City 
Manager Lauren Wasserman, 
during a meeting with the 
developers last Thursday night. 

Wasserman told the council 
that in meetings earlier in the 
day he received strong verbal 
assurances from the developer, 
Ernest Hahn Inc., and two major 
department store chains, May 
Co. and Broadway, that have 
committed to the project. 

“Both of the retailers were 
very clear that Victoria Gardens 
Regional Center is a ‘when we 
do it’ not a ‘will we do it.’” 
Wasserman said. 

Mayor Jon Mikels said he 
expected the delay request in 
light of the delay in the 
construction of the freeway 
interchange near the project and 
the recent reopening of the 
expanded Montclair Plaza. 

“We remain convinced that 
that is the only site for a regional 
retail center in this area,”’ Mikels 
said. 

Hahn spokesman Daniel Felix 
said he shares Mikels’ 
conviction but said there just are 
not enough people or buying 
power in the market area 
surrounding the mall site to 
allow the two shopping center 
chains to go ahead with the 
project. 

In a letter to the council last 
Thursday, Felix wrote, “The 
necessity for the time extension 
arises from a recognition that 
market criteria necessary fora 
regional retail center have not 
yet been achieved.” 


Felix said that during the 18- 
month extension, he thinks the 
population base and buying

power will grow to the proper 
level. 

At a meeting in August, Felix 
said a trade area should have 
300,000 residents and $2 billion 
worth of annual buying power to 
support a mall the size proposed 
in Rancho Cucamonga. 

Hahn and the two store chains 
are in partnership to build a $120 
million shopping center ona 
100-acre site near the 
intersection of the Devore 
Freeway and Foothill Boulevard. 

The one-million-square-foot 
mall would have six major 
department stores and many 
smaller stores and restaurants 
when completed. The first phase 
calls for two major department 
stores. 

The development partnership 
had signed a development 
agreement with the city’s 
redevelopment agency setting a 
time schedule and securing tax 
revenue going to the 
redevelopment agency for 
assistance in offsite 
improvements. 

Besides amending the 
development agreement last 
Thursday to extend the time for 
studying the mall’s market by 18 
months, City Council members 
also amended the agreement to 
allow flexibility in the spending 
of redevelopment tax revenue for 
other projects during the delay. 


The factor of California 
Department of Transportation 
delay in construction of an 
interchange that could allow 
Devore Freeway motorists easy 
access to the mall is an 
important one. Wasserman said 
the interchange now is 
scheduled to be built by 1989, 
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mall schedule. 


On the other factor, Felix 
added, “I don’t think it can be 
denied that Montclair Piaza had 
an effect on this project but we 


don’t know which way it affected 
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Wasserman said that he 
believes Montclair will be the 
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Cucamonga’s project. He said 
that during meetings last 
Thursday with representatives of 
May Co. and Broadway, he was 
assured that both stores would 
be part of any regional shopping 
center in the West Valley and 
they are committed to Rancho 
Cucamonga before considering 
other proposals.

Marine Corps signs pact 
to buy R.C. firm’s cycles

Next time the Marine Corps 
takes motorcycles into combat, 
they’ll likely bear the stamp of 
Hayes Diversified Manufacturing 
of Rancho Cucamonga. 

The Marines recently signed a 
contract with Hayes for 186. 
Kawasaki motorcycles to be 
modified for combat, the corps’ 
first combat motorcycles in 40 
years. 

The small firm, doing business 
as Hayes Manufacturing, has 
already modified motorcycles for 
all branches of the military, said 
company President Fred Hayes 
Jr. 

But he wasn’t sure what they 
were being used for. ‘‘They don’t 
really give me a whole lot of 
information on what they do with 
the motorcycles,” he said. 

Hayes said the small, little- 
known company probably got 
the nod in part because of its 
experience with government 
contracting over the last 20 
years, particularly with 
motorcycle modification. 

The size of the firm and the 
contract also helped, he said. 
“We’ve competed with almost 
every major (motorcycle) 
manufacturer in the past. ... The 
quantity is very small in relation 
to what the major manufacturers 
get involved in.” 

And many small firms are too 
small to handle that amount. 
“We fill a niche,” Hayes said. 

He said the company now has 
fewer than 10 employees but will 
have ‘12 or 14 when we get fully 
involved” in the contract. 

The first deliveries are slated 
for January. 


Hayes declined to say why 
Kawasakis were chosen. The 
Kawasaki KILR-250 motorcyles 
are a lightweight cycle that can 
navigate steep inclines and 
operate over rough terrain. 


But Capt. James Fink, a 
headquarters officer involved in 
overseeing the project, told the 
Associated Press the Kawasaki 
was seen as the cycle that came 
closest to what the Marines were 
looking for. 

Hayes said he will be meeting 


this week with Marine Corps 
representatives on what exactly 
is required of his firm. 

He was reluctant to go into 
detail about the contract. “‘It’s 
really public knowledge, but they 
frown on us advertising that we 
have the contract,” Hayes said. 
“They would prefer we kept it © 
low-key.” 

The retail price for a standard, 
unmodified KLR-250 is $1,999. 
According to Fink, Hayes is 
providing the motorcycles at a 
cost of $2,873 each. 

Although the cycles are 
essentially the same as those 
sold to civilians, the price does 
include some extra equipment 
and modifications such as 
helmets, luggage racks, 
document cases, tool kits, a 
“blackout lighting system” and 
special paint and seats, Fink 
said. 

The first allotment will be 
delivered to Marine bases at 
Cherry Point and Camp Lejeune 
in North Carolina. By March, 
deliveries will have begun at 
three bases in California as well 
as in Hawaii and Okinawa. 

The Marine Corps and the 
Army have been studying the 
idea of returning motorcyles to 
the active force for several years 
The Army. officially is still 
studying the idea, but has yet to 
line up any money to pursue it. 

Although the Marines have 
used motorcycles off and on for 
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police work, the corps gave up 
its field motorcycles at the end 
of World War Il. Based on a test 
program dating to 1977, however 
the corps has decided that 
cycles can still play an important 
role on the modern battlefield. 

Marine officials say the 
motorcycles can be used to 
carry lengthy messages or small 
spare parts between units; to 
guide squads or platoons to new 
deployments, particularly at 
night, and for reconnaissance. 

“For those types of missions, 
you have better maneuverability 
with motorcycles than you do 
with four-wheel vehicles,” Fink 
said. 

According to Fink, testing by 
the corps disclosed that routine 
message traffic over radio and 
teletype machines can be 
reduced by using couriers on 
cycles, and that the operating 
costs of the cycles are 
significantly lower than those of 
other vehicles. 


In September 1984, the 
Marines released a list of 
technical specifications and 
solicited bids from 165 firms. 
Last month, it signed a contract 
with Hayes. 


Although the American 
manufacturer Harley-Davidson 
Motor Co. Inc. was approached, 
it did not respond to the Marine 
Corps’ solicitation, said Capt. 
Craig Fisher, aspokesman. 
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Warshaw’s words, “if there is a 
teacher on campus who would 
like to direct the theater, that’s 
fine, but they won’t go out and 
hire one.”

Speculation over R.C. mayor’s successor

With Rancho Cucamonga 
Mayor Jon Mikels announcing 
last week that he will seek 
election as county supervisor 
rather than another term as 
mayor, the speculation about his 
replacement in the mayor’s 
position next year already has 
begun. 

Meanwhile, Mikels’ opponent 
in the June 3 primary for the 2nd 
Supervisorial District, incumbent 
Cal McElwain, is kicking off his 
campaign with a fund-raiser Dec. 
3 that involves along list of 
West Valley politicals including 
two of Mikels fellow councilmen. 

Council members Dick Dahl 
and Chuck Buquet said they 
have long supported McElwain 
and will continue to do so even 
though they respect Mikels. 

Both men’s names have been 
mentioned as possible 
successors to Mikels in the 
mayoral position, which for the 
first time will be a separate 
position on the ballot. 

Rancho Cucamonga residents 
voted last year to directly elect 
the mayor to a four-year term. 
Currently the mayor is appointed 
by the five council members 
from among themselves.

On Nov. 4, 1986, the city’s 
ballot will have two council 
seats, with four-year terms, 
presently held by Dahl and 
Buquet and a mayoral seat with 
a two-year term. 

Mikels indicated that he would 
not seek re-election as mayor 
because of his decision to run 
for supervisor. 


“I’m sure with Jon’s decision 
there will be a tremendous 
number of candidates for the 
mayor’s position,” said Buquet, 
who said he is not yet ready to 
say if he’ll be one of the 
candidates. 


“| have been contacted by a 
number of people wanting me to 
run,” he eaid. ‘That matter is 
under consideration.” 

Buquet said that there are 
some negative things about 
running for mayor. 


The term is shorter so the 
mayor has to run more often 
than council members. 

Another thing that makes the 
position slightly unattractive is 
that it is largely ceremonial, yet 
the person who holds it ends up 
in the middle of most 
controversies. 

“In some respects a 
councilman can do just as much

Rancho Cucamonga drills more 
wells to meet peak water demand 





By Patrick McGreevy 


Two more wells are being 
added to those providing water 
to the growing city of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The Cucamonga County Water 
District is in the last stages of 
drilling and casing a well on the 
corner of Base Line Road and 
Alta Cuesta Drive. 

The district has also just 
begun the six-week process of 
drilling a well on Amethyst 
Street behind the Foothill Fire 
Protection District headquarters, 
according to Lloyd Michael, 
general manager of the water 
district. 

“We've got to drill at least two 
to three wells this year to meet 
the peak demand which is 
growing as the city grows,” 
Michael said. 

Currently the district operates 
18 water wells serving 
approximately 20,000 
households in Rancho 
Cucamonga and a small part of 
Ontario. 

It costs approximately 
$300,000 to drill a water well and 
install the electrical equipment 
that will bring the water up at a 
steady rate for customers. 

At the Amethyst well, workers 
are currently doing chemical 
testing to determine the quality 
of the water and other testing to 
see if the well will be a good 
producer, Michael said. 

He said the drillers will have to 
go down about 1,400 feet to find 
a good source of water. 

To be acceptable to the 
district, the well must be able to 
pump 1,500 to 2,000 gallons-per- 
minute. 






Once the drilling is completed, 
it takes another four or five © 
months to install the pumps and 
instrumentation, Michael said. 

That is the stage the Base 
Line Road well is entering. That 
weil is expected to pump from 
2,500 to 3,000 gallons-per minute 
once it begins operation. 

Both of the new wells are 
being drilled into Cucamonga 
Basin. 


The Cucamonga Basin’s 


underground reservoir is fed by 
water coming out of the 
mountains on the alluvial fan 
that makes up the northern part 
of the city and by rainwater that 
percolates underground, 
according to Michael. 

Besides serving the new 
homes and businesses that are 
being built in Alta Loma, the new 
wells will also lessen the need 
for the district to transport water 
to existing homes.

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Central District officials 
receive new contracts

The superintendent and 
assistant superintendent of the 
Central School District in 
Rancho Cucamonga received 
new contracts Nov. 20 calling for 
nine percent pay increases. 

The increases approved by the 
school district’s governing board 
for Superintendent Frank Cosca 
and Assistant Superintendent 
Tom Garnella consist of 6 
percent cost-of-living 
adjustments and 3 percent 
increases for moving into higher 
salary steps. 

“Last year we established 
goals for the superintendent and 
he had met those,” said school 
board President Rick Alexander. 
“So we felt he did a satisfactory 
job.” 


Alexander said the board 
accepted Cosca’s similar 
evaluation of the job Garneila 
had done. 

Cosca’s salary is increased in 
the contract from $61,548 to 
$67,332. Garnella’s salary is 
increased from $54,948 to 
$60,120. 

Both contracts are for four 
years from July 1, 1985 to June 
30, 1989 

The district’s personnel 
director, Sheri Nagel, said both 
administrators started working 
for the school district in their 
present positions in November 
1982. 

So the 3 percent step salary 
increase is a result of their 
moving from the third-year 
experience step to the fourth- 


year experience step, Nagel said. 
Meanwhile, other contracts 
were also the subject of 
discussion Nov. 20 as members 
of the district’s teacher’s 
association filled the board 
meeting room to press their 
demands for a new contract. 


Differences over salary 
increases and requirments for all 
teachers to pay fees to the 
bargaining unit have caused the 
teachers to declare an impasse 
and bring in a state mediator. 


Teacher’s Association 
President Greg Negrete said one 
of the main complaints he has is 
that the district refuses to 
discuss the use of state lottery 
money in paying the teachers’ 
contract provisions.

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Upland City Council doesn’t want to be scrooge

To avoid being scrooges 
during the holiday season, 
Upland City Council members 
are considering ways to allow 
holiday decorations on store 
windows. 

Some decorations may have 
been prohibited in the past by a 
sign ordinance which restricts 
painting a certain amount of the 
window face, according to 
Planning Director Bill Young. 

“As a consequence merchants 
in our community have had to 
illegally decorate their windows 
or not decorate at all,”” Mayor 
Richard Anderson told his fellow 


council members last week. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
approached him, he said, 
because it wants the ordinance 
to allow window painting from 
November 27 to Jan. 6. 

The council directed city staff 
to work with the chamber in 
forming guidelines for the 
window garnishing. 

The decorations dilemma may 
be worked out at the 
administrative level, Young said. 
If necessary, the council may 
consider an emergency 
ordinance in order to legalize the 
painting at its Dec. 2 meeting, he 
said. 

Anderson said the current 


ordinance is unfair to 
businesses, as some strictly 
adhere to the law — preventing 
fair competition with those that 
do not. 

“| don’t recall us ever being 
too stringent on holiday 
decorations,” Young said. 
“Citations are almost non- 
existant in the city.” 

He added that the retailers 
have a better chance of not 
being cited if the decorations are 
Strictly ‘‘festive.” 

“If they are signs advertising 
sales than they are more likely to 
be frowned on,” he said.

Chaffey administration praised 
for bouncing back from troubles

Chaffey College 
administrators were 
complimented by the state’s 
“Little Hoover Commission” last 
week for the way they have 
bounced back from their 
financial troubles.

The Los Angeles Community 
College District, which has nine 
schools; the Peralta Community 
College district in Oakland, with 
five schools; the Lassen 
Community College District in 
Susanville, with one school, and 
the Chaffey Community College 
District, which has a main 
campus in Alta Loma and three 
off-campus sites, applied for 
state emergency loans. The Los 
Angeles Community College 
District did not receive a loan.

this time because the location is 
on a busy street and is in an area 
insufficiently developed with 
support services such as stores 
that the senior citizens could 
walk to. 

However, on Wednesday, the 
council felt the commission’s 
concerns were not completely 
warranted based ona 
presentation by the developer of 
the facility. 

Richard Andrews told the 
council that his company plans 
to make the senior citizens 
housing self sufficient with maid 
service, a dining area, kitchens 
in the rooms and other services. 
He said his company plans to

The provision of the van 
combined with the higher age 
group means that the proposed 
project would have less 
automobile traffic onto Foothill 
Boulevard than other possible 
uses for the site such as 
housing or offices.

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John O’Sullivan squinted down at 
his work past the protrusion of steel 
nails clenched between his teeth and 
muttered something soothing to the 
focus of his attention. 

It is doubtful any shoe-store clerk 
has to put up with customers as 
temperamental as the nags O’Sullivan 
has to shoe as a farrier. 

“You have to love horses,” he 
muttered as he hammered another nail 
through the shoe and into the hard 
part of a filly’s hoof. 

“You have to be able to get along 
with the temperamental ones, keep 
the green ones calm, take a few 
kicks,” he said. 

The Rancho Cucamonga resident 
was beside a barn at the horse 
training stables of Les and Grace 
Miller on Highland Avenue, where he 
stopped on his rounds to shoe some 
young beauties. 

“This little girl is only a year old,” 
said Mrs. Miller, patting the filly. 
“She’s probably headed for Santa 
Anita (racetrack) in a year or so.” 

O’Sullivan knows a good horse 
when he sees one. In his 51 years, 
he’s ridden them in races and trained 
them for the track. 

As he drives from one training 
stable to another, he passes the huge 
housing projects that are gobbling up 
Rancho Cucamonga’s land and 
changing its character. 

But O’Sullivan isn’t in danger of 
becoming an anachronism. 

As long as there are still large 
spreads like the Millers’ and folks who 
want to keep horses in the city, 
O’Sullivan wiil keep plying his trade 
with anvil and hammer. 

The vitality of the craft is evidenced 
by the fact that there are half a dozen 
other farriers in the West Valley. 

“The reason you have to love horses 
is cause this isn’t the easiest job in 
the world,” he said. “It’s hard on your 
back and it’s tough work when you're 
doing it.” 

“But | think it’s one of the best jobs 
because of the feeling of freedom,” he 
said. “You’re driving around a lot and 
you set your own hours.” 2 

Born in Canada, O’Sullivan spent 
his life around horses. 

He started riding as a 96-pound 
jockey when he was 15 years old. 
Besides winning some smaller races, 
O’Sullivan placed fourth in a King’s 
Cup race in Montreal one year. 

“Those were different days than 
today,” he said. “Back then we were 
riding for $1,000, $1,200. The really big 
race, the Queen’s Cup, was $16,000. 
Now that race is for $150,000.” 


He had to quit riding when he 
reached the age of 20 because he 
couldn’t keep his weight low enough. 

In 1963 he moved to California and 
spent six years living in Claremont, 
working at nearby racetracks as a 
trainer. 

Among his fond memories is the 
time a horse he was training, named 
Host Toast, became the only horse in 
California to beat a great horse named 
Damascus from the East. 

But a bad fall while training a horse 
at Santa Anita put him off training. He 
shows a mean scar on his hand where 
surgeons replaced a bone in his hand 
with a piece of his hip. 

He studied horseshoeing in the city 
of Industry, where he learned how to 
do forge work while hot shoeing and 
to balance shoes. 

But it wasn’t for ten years after he 
Started working as a farrier that he 
really felt an expert at it. 

Many of those years were spent 
traveling around the race tracks 
around Ocala, Florida. 

Eight months ago he moved back to 
the West Valley and resumed his 
farrier business here. 

He has a daughter in Rancho 
Cucamonga who co-owns The 
O’Sullivan Co., a flag and banner 
company in the city with her husband. 

He likes the West Valley’s wide- 
open spaces such as those around the 
Miller’s stables in northern Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

It takes O’Sullivan about 40 minutes 
to replace the shoes on a horse. He 
starts by scraping out the muck the 
hooves have collected. He then takes 
off the old shoe and scrapes the hoof 
down. The material on the hoof is like 
that on a human fingernail, and the 
horse does not feel the trimming as 
long as it is not cut too short. There is 
a line along the outside of the hoof in 
which the nails can be hammered to 
secure a new shoe. Nails hammered 
into any part outside the line can 
cause pain and injury, O’Sullivan said. 

Dressed in an old pair of jeans and 
an old shirt, O’Sullivan uses the anvil 
and hammer to form the metallic shoe 
to fit the shape of the horse’s hoof. 

He also wears an apron because he 
has to stoop over and wrestle the 
horse’s rough leg up between his own 
legs into a scissor’s hold so he can 
use both hands in his work. 

The light shoes O’Sullivan puts on 
horses in training or at the race tracks 
last about five weeks. 

“You can get to know some horses 
that you see a lot,” he said. ‘But, for 
the most part, all | see is their legs.” 
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Ambulance service request 
denied by R.C. City Council

For the second time in as 
many weeks, representatives of 
Canyon Medical Services, Inc., 
failed Nov. 20 to receive 
approval of its request to be 
included in the rotation of 
emergency calls in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

An attorney for the 
ambulance company on Nov. 
20 failed to convince the 
Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council to recommend that the 
Foothill Fire Protection District 
place the company in the 
rotation. 

Council members said they 
did not feel they had the 
statutory authority to dictate to 
the fire board which companies 


will respond to emergency 
calls. 

Michael Leight asked the 
council to help Canyon which 
has been trying to be placed in 
the rotation since July 29. The 
company, which has operated 
in Upland for a year, recently 
leased a building in Rancho 
Cucamonga to begin serving 
that city. 

However, the fire district 
board two weeks ago delayed 
action on Canyon’s application 
pending the outcome of a 
study on the county’s authority 
to regulate ambulance service 
in the district. 

The county’s plan may 
preciude Canyon from 
operating in the district 
because it does not meet the 


plan’s qualifications. 

Leight argued that Canyon is 
one of two companies in 
Rancho Cucamonga with 
certified paramedics. He 
reminded the council that 
some of its members have 
gone on the record in the past 
as supporting competition in 
ambulance service in the city. 

Councilman Chuck Buquet 
said it would be ‘‘most 
inappropriate” for the council 
to try and dictate who should 
serve the city, when that 
determination is in the 
jurisdiction of the fire district. 

He indicated that he does 
not want to jeapordize the City 
Council’s good working 
relationship with the fire board 
by acting inappropriately.

Making sure the ordinance 
would stand up in court was 
enough reason for Councilman 
Robert Nolan to postpone the 
vote on rent control, he said last 
week. 

“| have a gut level feeling that 
either side will test it as soon as 
it’s passed,” he said. 

in asurprise move, Nolan 
asked for a delay in the passage 
of the mobile home park 
ordinance at its second reading 
this week — a point at which 
ordinances are usually approved. 

Nolan, who has long been a 
champion of rent control, said he 
has every intention of approving 
the ordinance as soon as some 
of the questions he has about it 
have been answered. After 
meeting with City Attorney Don 
Maroney later in the week his 
doubts about the ordinance were 
cleared up, he said. 

“I’ve been the only 
councilman during the (1984 
election) campaign and since the 
campaign who’s for rent control 
in mobile home parks. | won’t 
change that stance,” he said. He 


added that the ordinance is 
likely to pass 4-1, with 
Councilman Frank Hoover voting 
against it. 

Meanwhile, negotiations 
continue between various city 
mobile home park owners and 
their residents. 

Both Upland Meadows Mobile 
Estates and Oasis Mobile Home 
Estates have leases signed by 
more than the 65 percent of 
residents required by the 
ordinance in order to be exempt. 

Since both parks’ leases are 
for at least five years, they will 
not be affected by the ordinance 
which would only be in effect for 
five years. 


Two more parks are in the 
negotiation stage between 
owners and tenants. Upland 
View Terrace Mobile Home 
Estates owner Andy Bertolino 
said he has offered his tenants a 
choice of leases from one to five 
years. None of the residents 
have signed yet. 

Representatives of the 
residents of Upland Eldorado 
Mobile Home Community have 
reached a tentative agreement 
with the park owners, according 
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and other buildings, will now 
enter a second development 
phase that includes remodeling 
and the addition of 10 
classrooms and a multipurpose 
room. 

The plans have already been 
approved by the state, and 
construction should start soon 
enough for the permanent 
classrooms to be completed by 
the time students return troin 
summer break next September. 

The multipurpose room, which 
is slated for completion by Nov. 
30, 1986, will be a ‘‘very 
important facility” because the 
school currently has neither an 
auditorium nor a cafeteria, said 
Culp, adding that the new room 
will serve as both. 

The room now being used as a 
library will become part of a 
larger guidance center to 
accommodate the expected 
boom in student population.

LOS ANGELES — It has 
become fashionable in recent 
years to denigrate current 
vintages of French red 
Burgundies. A number of experts 
have said, in effect, ‘They aren’t 
making them the way they used 
to. They were better in the old 
days.” 

And it is true that the red 
wines of the Cote d’Or in France, 
in general, lack the finesse, the 
fruit, and the potential to 
improve what the wines of years 
past had. But, the phrase “‘in 
general” leads to an explanation 
of how to avoid the pitfalls of 
mediocre, high-priced Burgundy. 

Avoid unknown producers. If 
you feel tempted to buy red 
Burgundy from unfamiliar 
producers, buy single bottles 
and taste them to determine 
their true value. If you don’t have 
such a skill, find someone who 
is knowledgeable to advise you. 
Self-proclaimed experts are 
everywhere, so there’s another 
pitfall to avoid: the pseudo- 
knowledgeable wine expert. 

Although unknown producers 
can make good wine, it is usually 
much safer to buy from the 
established houses — and buy 
the best designations, such as 
Grand Cru and Premier Cru. 
These generally improve your 
chances of getting a great wine. 

Of course, you pay a premium 
to acquire wines with those 
designations. 

On the other hand, you could 
simply buy wines from great 
estates and pray they are made 
as well as they once were. More 
often than not, this approach 
works. Again, such wines often 
are fairly expensive, and not 
even the great estates always 
produce great wines. 

One estate that usually does, 
however, is that of Mommesin’s 
Clos de Tart. It is a small, 
compact estate in the village of 
Morey St. Denis — one of four 
Grands Crus estates of the 
region, so designated because it 
has been assessed an 
exceptional parcel of land. (The 
others are Clos de la Roche, 
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LAMPPOST PIZZA.

Clos de Tart is unique in that it 
is owned solely by one 
proprietor. Most of the other 
prestige vineyards of Burgundy 
have numerous owners. Not far 
away from Clos de Tart is Clos 
de Vougeot, which in its 123 
acres has 107 plots of land 
owned by 75 different owners, all 
of whom are entitled to call their 
wine Clos de Vougeot. A map of 
the region looks like a badly 
designed patchwork quilt. 

Only Didier Mommesin may 
use the vineyard designation 
Clos de Tart on a label, a mark of 
true prestige. 

Down through the years, the 
consistency of this Pinot Noir 
vineyard has been shown in red 
wines of elegance and strength, 
even from poor vintages. 

To prove the point, and to 
unveil some of his new wines yet 
to be released, Didier Mommesin 
made a U.S. tour, recently 
stopping in Los Angeles to offer 
a glimpse into the estate. 

He pointed out that Pope 
Lucius Ill named the land and 
deeded it to a religious order in 
1185, making 1985 the year of 
the estate’s 800th anniversary. 

On Oct. 25, 1932, the 
Mommesin family acquired the 
land and buildings in an unusual 
auction that solid the property as 
a single contiguous entity.

Q. 1am a senior in high 
school. | am interested in 
pursuing a career in veterinary 
medicine. However, | do not 
know very much about what is 
required in order to get admitted 
to a veterinary school. 

Also, | have heard that there 
soon will be a surplus of 
veterinarians. Is this true? | 
really like animals and want to 
be a veterinarian but do not want 
to train for a profession that is 
overpopulated. 

Any advice you can give me 
will be appreciated. 

A. A recent manpower study 
indicates that a 73 percent 
growth in the supply of 
veterinarians, compared with a 
31 percent growth in demand for 
pet-animal veterinary services 
and a 23 percent growth in 
demand for food-animal services 
will result in an oversupply of 
practicing veterinarians by the 
year 2000. However, there are 
many opportunities for 
veterinarians in non-practice 
positions. 

Veterinary medicine is a very 
rewarding profession and will 
continue to be so for those who 
truly enjoy working with animals 
and their owners. You are wise 
to start planning for your career 
in veterinary medicine early in 


your college program. It is 
difficult for most students to get 
admitted to a college of 
veterinary medicine. However, 
the rewards make the effort 
worthwhile. 

There are 26 colleges of 
veterinary mediowme in the United 
‘States, located in: Alabama, 
California, Colorado, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, lowa, 
Kansas, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Missouri, New York, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, 
Washington and Wisconsin. 

If you are a resident of any of 
these states, you probably will 
not be accepted into a school in 
any of the other states. If you are 
not a resident of any of these 
states, you may be eligible to 
apply to several veterinary 
colleges. 

Regardless of your residency, 
you should write to the schools 
in which you are interested. and 
ask for alist of admissions 
requirements. Schools vary on 
the number and type of courses 
required for admittance. 
Generally, most schools require 
a minimum of two years of 
carefully planned pre-veterinary 
courses.

— Diet soft drinks. 


— Chewable vitamin C. 


— Gas-chlorinated swimming 
pools. 


Excessive exposure to all 
three can deteriorate tooth 
enamel. So, despite the fact that 
dentists say cavities are 
declining dramatically — thanks 
to improved fluoride-containing 
toothpastes and school tooth 
decay prevention programs — 
new dental problems are 
surfacing as lifestyle patterns 
change; some, ironically, as the 
result of increasing health — 
and body — awareness. 


“The No. 1 culprit is still 
sugar,” said David M. Donnelly, 
D.D.S., vice president of the San 
Diego County (Calif.) Dental 
Society. “But we’re seeing more 
erosion or chemical dissolving 
of teeth due to acidity, which 


Research helps to dispel 
lots of myths on aging

There are a lot of myths about 
aging that are the basis of a 
batch of questions you have 
asked us to research. The 
questions are very revealing 
about your concerns, and we 
present the answers as we have 
found them. 

Q. | am 55 and am deathly 
concerned about aging. At what 
age does senility set in? 

A. Probably never. Senility 
affects a very small percentage 
of people as they age, so itis a 
myth that senility is a part of 
aging. 

We know that symptoms of 
senility can occur when a person 
stops any form of exercise (even 
walking) and quits eating 
nutritionally. Most senility is 
actually caused when people 
Starve the brain of the oxygen it 
needs by stopping exercise and 
depriving the body of nutrition it 
needs to fuel the brain properly. 
Most senility — or its symptoms 
— Can even be reversed by 
proper diet and exercise. 


The assumption that senility 
for older adults was inevitable 
was a Cruel hoax perpetrated by 
Society at large — and even the 


can dissolve enamel in the same 
way that teeth decay. 

“There seems to be more 
acidity in our diet, especially 
from diet colas. Regular colas 
have as much as 50 percent 
Sugar, which can cause decay. In 
diet colas, the damage is done 
by high concentrations of 
phosphoric acid, which eats 
away at the teeth through 
erosion.” 

Tooth erosion, noted Donnelly, 
also can result from high 
chlorine levels in gas-chlorinated 
swimming pools. 

“The gas,” he said, “reacts 
with the pool water to produce 
hydrochloric acid, which can 
erode the teeth. Swimmers in 
gas-chlorinated pools should 
encourage pool crews to switch 
from gas to liquid, pellets or 
powder — and they should avoid 
swimming in the peak acid hours 
following gas chlorination.” 

As for those chewable vitamin 
C tablets you may think are a 
more palatable alternative to 
pills and tablets, better you 
should abstain. ‘‘The 
combination of ascorbic acid 
and sugar — which produces 
acid when metabolized by the 
plaque in your mouth — can be 
very detrimental, especially in 
children,” said Donnelly. 

But the worst offender among 
the three hidden enamel

Some people think “old” at 40, 
but who says you have to? There 
is no law — legal, ethical or 


enemies is clearly the soft drink. 
“One study,” said Donnelly, 
“shows enamel loss in people 
who drank one popular cola daily 
for four weeks. Really, I’m not 
trying to scare anybody. Soft 
drinks in moderation should be 
OK. But the studies are scary.” 


Many of the diet colas contain 
up to 10 percent phosphoric 
acid, Donnelly pointed out, 
giving them an acidity of pH 2.5 
(any pH factor below 8 is 
considered acidic). Children are 
particularly susceptible because 
their tooth enamel is 
considerably thinner than an 
adult’s. 

The excessive consumption of 
highly phosphoric drinks also 
contributes to a calcium 
imbalance, noted Donnelly. That, 
he suggested, is one reason why 
Americans suffer from low 
calcium levels. 

“This low calcium level leads 
to soft, decay-prone teeth. 
Calcium deficiencies also show 
up quickly in the jawbone.” 

Dentists are alarmed, said 
Donnelly, at steadily increasing 
consumption of soft drinks by 
Americans — from 250 12-ounce 
cans per person a year in 1971 to 
419.5 in 1982, 17.7 of which are 
diet drinks. 

Perhaps this increase is soft- 
drink consumption can be 
explained by the decrease in 
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coffee consumption. In 1962, 
almost three-quarters of 
Americans drank an average of 
more than four cups of coffee 
per day, according to the 
International Coffee 
Organization. In 1984, the 
number of coffee drinkers 
slipped to 57 percent and 
average consumption dipped to 
about 3% cups per day. 


“A number of studies,” said 
Donnelly, “have shown that soft 
drinks are regularly consumed 
by children who have high cavity 
rates, whereas children with low 
cavity rates reported not 
consuming soft drinks.” 


Donnelly, 34, a graduate of the 
University of Southern

California, also said new studies 
suggest that sugary liquids in 
the modern American diet may 
have as great a cavity-causing 
potential as sticky or chewy 
candy that tends to stick to 
one’s teeth. 

Figures indicate the average 
American consumes 128 pounds 
of sugar per year — 13 times 
more than was consumed 60 
years ago — and 25 percent of 
that comes from soft drinks. 

When you combine that sugar 
with the phosphoric acid in soft 
drinks, you’re not exactly 
observing optimal preventive 
dentistry. 

“If you’re looking for the 
safest soft drink,’’ Donnelly said, 
“try something like Perrier.”
